Prac- 
tically all of the cotton received at Fall 
River and New Bedford, and much of it 
received at Providence, has been tran- 
shipped at New Yorks A circuitous, ex- 
pensive way of shipment this was, when 
the cotton could have been sent by di- 
rect route all over the world from such 
ports as Savannah and Brunswick. 

Georgia Considered Most Iniportant. 

Georgia is considered the most*im- 
portant of the Atlantic coast cotton 
states. It produces variously about 
1,900,000 to 2,700,000 bales a year. For 
years the practice has been to send 
much of Georgia’s cotton on coastwise 


steamers to northern ports, mainly New 


York and Boston. From these ports it 
has been forwarded to other points, 
either to the New England manufac- 
turing centers or in export to foreign 
countries. In the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1914, a pre-war year, when ehips 
and exports were moving normally, 
95,000 from Boston, 193,000 from Balti- 
bers, were exported from New Tork. 
950,00 from Boston, 193,000 from Balti- 
more and 58,000 prom Philadelphia—a 
total from these four ports to foreign 
countries of 776,000 bales of cotton. Not 
all of this, it should be explained, came 
from Georgia ports. Yet, in that same 
year, according to the United States de- 
partment of commerce figures, only a 
litle more than twice as much, or 
1,515,000 bales of cotton, were exported 
to foreign countries from Georgia, the 
seat of the south Atlantic cotton in- 
dustry. Indeed, the report of the Sa- 
vannah Cotton Exchange puts Savan- 
nah’s cotton exports to foreign coun- 
tries in the season from August 1 to 
July 31, 1913-14, at only 1,245,100 bales 
of the total of 1,822,000 bales shipped 
from Savannah. 

Cotton’is only one instance of a va- 
riety of products that could be shipped 
direct from Georgia ports to Europe. 
It is obviously a much shorter route 
from these ports than it is from Boston 
or New York to Central American and 
South American ports, and via the 
Panama canal to the Pacific. 

The ports are there, too, all geady 
for use, and ice-free the year found. 
Savannah is only 26 miles from the 
ocean. Clear from the mouth of the 
Savannah river to the city is a dredged 
channel varying in width from 1,800 feet, 
at the mouth of the river, to 600 feet 
opposite the city. Along its whole 
length this channel has a minimum 
depth of 26 feet at mean low water, 
allowing the movement of large ocean 
steamships. But to such a small extent 
has this port been used hitherto for 
foreign trade that in the calendar year 
1913 (a normal trade year) less than 
one-fifth of its 3,154,000 sea-borne ton- 
nage and less than one-fourth of its 
$360,000,000 water-borne commerce was 
direct foreign trade. 

Port of Brunswick. 

Then there is the port of Brunswick, 
with its improved channe] running 14% 
miles from the city to deep ocean 
water. This channel has a minimum 
width varying from 150 feet, at Acad- 
emy creek, to 300 feet, at the Turtle 
river. Its depth at mean low water 
is from 20 to 23 feet at different 
points.

In 1914 its fac- 
tory industries produced $253,000,000 
worth of goods, chief among which 
were textiles, lumber and timber prod- 
ucts, cotton seed oil, fertilizers, flour 
mill and grist mill producs and turpen- 
tine and rosin. 

Great Shipping Piants. 

Above all, its ports are now the 
scenes of some of the greatest ship- 
building plants on the Atlantic coast. 
More than $40,000,000 worth of ships 
now are being constructed in the great 
shipbuilding plants and yards near Sa- 
vannah, and more contracts are being 
placed for yards and ships. Work was 
recently started on a plant to buildy 
concrete ships for the government. 

In the Brunswick shipyards great ac- 
tivity is also going on. 

It is at Turtle island, near Brunswick, 
that the government is to build a picric 
acid plant costing $5,000,000, and an in- 
dustrial town to cost $2,000,0000. The 
plant will cover 500 acres, and the in- 
dustrial town 1,400 acres. At least 
11,000 persons will be employed. An-

Several months, however, before the 
adoption of that resolution, Chairman 
Hurley, of the shipping. board, had al- 
ready taken action to link water and 
rail transportation more effectively by 
the improvement of terminal and har- 
bor facilities, but the development is 
not merély for the war alone. America 
is becoming the greatest merchant 
marine nation in the world, and after 
the war will do an immense world-wide 
commerce, in which the enlarged port 
facilities of the south are expected to

DESERTER FROM ARMY

Thomas Walling Shot in Ten- 
nessee by Troops From 
Columbia, S. C. 


Pikeville, Tenn., July 14.—Thomas 
Walling, deserter from the national 
army, was shot and instantly killed this 
morning by soldiers from Columbia, 
S. C., who had been sent to his home 
to take him back to camp. 

The soldiers arrived at Pikeville yes- 
terday and went at once to the cabin 
home of Walling, 15 miles from Pike- 
ville, accompanied by the sheriff and 
two deputies. They secreted them- 
selves in the woods and kept a close 
watch on the cabin until early this 
morning, when one of the soldiers 
knocked on the door. Walling an- 
swered the summons, but hastily barred 
the door. The soldiers attempted to 
batter down the door, but were prevent- 
ed by a warning from the men in the 
prush, who had seen Walling jump into 
a deep hole from a trap door. 

When called upon to surrender Wall- 
ing lifted his head above the level of 


the underground hiding place and 
pointed his automatic at the soldiers, 
who immediately opened fire and the 
fugitive crumpled up, having been 
killed instantly. The pistol, cocked 
ready to fire, was picked up and carried 
away by the soldiers.

made, 
man Hamlin said, with a view to ob- 


taining the widest possible representa- 
tion both geographically with 
spect to the many interests concerned. 

The chairman of the Federal Reserve 
board in each district will act as chair- 
man of the committee and the gover- 
nor of the Federal Reserve bank will 
act as vice chairman. An executive 
committee of not more than seven 
members of the district committee re- 
siding within reach of the Federal Re- 
serve bank will act as vice chairman. 
An executive committee of not more 
than seven members of the district 
committee residing within reach o 
the Federal Reserve bank will meet 
regularly to consider applications re- 
ferred to it by the capital issues com- 
mittee in Washington. 

Chairman Hamlin, reviewing the 
work of the capital issues committee, 
said that there had been a very wide 
range of applications, the applicants 
coming from every field of industry as 
well as from public utilities and mu- 
nicipal interests. Every section of 
the country is listed among the appli- 
cations received. 


What Hamlin Says. 


Since the capital issues committee 
was reorganized in May in conformity 
with the act of congress creating it, 
Chairman Hamlin. said, “hundreds of 
applications from both public and pri- 
vate corporations have been acted 
upon, ith the help of the old dis- 
trict subcommittees, the issuance and 
sale of millions of dollars of securi- 
ties for purposes regarded as not con- 
tributing to the prosecution of the war 
have been postponed for the ‘period of 
the war. 

“Issues which meet a real military 
or economic necessity have beeen en- 
‘couraged. The effectiveness of the 
war program depends not only upon the 
nation’s military strength, but upon a 
sound economic readjustment on a ba- 
sis of war business first—a readjust- 
ment that will release workers and raw 
materials for war industries by cur- 
tailing unessential operations 

“The object of the capital issues 
committee in passing upon all issues 
of new securities to determine their 
compatibility with the national inter- 
est is to secure the postponement un- 
til after the war of the use of cap- 
ital, materials and labor, in order to 
give the right of way to the govern- 
ment’s requirements and to the produc- 
tion of war necessities. 

“The district committees whose ap- 
pointments are announced will here- 
after act definitely upon all applica- 
tions to issue securities amounting to 
$100,000 or less, and in advisory ca- 
pacity to the main committee at Wash- 
ington in the matter of applications in- 
volving larger amounts. The capital 
issues committee also has the benefit 
of the advice of all other departments 
and branches of the overnment, in- 
cluding the food, fuel and railway ad- 
ministrations, the war industries board 
and other agencies having knowledge 
of the requirements of essential war 
industries.”

nually to.Wealth of the

A bill introduced into the house by 
| Representative Burkhalter, of Tatnall 
county, intended to give Georgia the 
full benefit of the vocational. educa- 
tion appropriation provided for by the 
United States government would, in the 
opinion of the author, soon place the 
state among the leading manufacturing 
states of the union and would quickly 
add not less than $60,000,000 annually 
to the wealth of her people. 

The bill ꝓrovides for the education 
of young men and women in industrial 
subjects, trades and callings with the 
view of preparing a sufficient number 
of trained masters to furnish the state 
sufficient force to do and have done all 
necessary work in installing and main- 
taining the manufacturing plants need- 
ed to use our raw materials. 

Bring Factories te Georgia. 

He says his scheme will induce man- 
ufacturers to come to Georgia and in- 
vest large amounts of money in man- 
ufacturing plants, turning out there- 
from first-class articles from a spool 
of thread to the finest cotton made 
fabric equalling in texture and beauty, 
when made from our sea-island cotton, 
the best silk, and when made from 
other staples equal in texture to the 
output of any other factory. 

In addition to encouraging textiles, 
the bill would promote the manufacture 
of all hides produced in the south into 
first-class leather articles of commerce. 
This alone, he says, means millions of 
dollars in plants and conserve millions 
to the people. 

He seys many other manufacturing 
plants on other lines are included in 
his bill equally as valuable. a 

He says the beautiful thing about 
the plan is that the cost is a minimum 
to the state as the federal government 
has 1 appropriated sufficieat

THE DISTRICT INCREASE. 


Early this week the house of representa- 
tives will vote on the measure, already 
favorably reported, to so amend the consti- 
tution. as to increase the number of sena- 
torial districts from forty-four to fifty-one. 

The policy upon which the state operated 
until it went wild in the matter of creating 
new counties, was to apportion the sena- 
torial districts upon the basis of three coun- 
ties to each district. 


With the creation of a large number of 
new counties, however, during the past few 
years, this basis no longer exists, for there 
are nine senatorial districts in the state 


consisting of four counties, four of five coun- 


ties, and one district has six counties. 

Under the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment every district in the state will consist 
of three counties with the exception of the 
fifty-first, which is made up of Fulton and 
DeKalb counties. 

The Constitution was opposed to the in- 
discriminate creation of so many counties, 
just as it is to the rotation plan of senatorial 
district representation, regarding it as un- 
wise and detrimental to the interests not 
only of the people of the several districts, 
but to the state. 

Nevertheless, the new counties have been 
created; though, fortunately, the movement 
seems to have about spent its force. The 
rotation plan seems to be a fixture, and 
under it some counties are denied repre- 
sentation for periods of ten or twelve years. 

All things considered, it seems that the 
proposition to increase the number of dis- 
tricts is meritorious, and that it should 
receive the approval of the general assembly. 


HAZARD ON THE HIGHWAY. 


Within the current year two Georgia 
state senators have lost their lives in auto- 
mobile accidents on the streets of Atlanta. 

Scarcely a day passes, in fact, without 
its motor accident, or plurality of accidents 
—too often resulting in death—each attest- 
ing anew the constant hazard that lurks on 
the highway in this day of rapid transit. 

Some of such accidents, of course, are 
due to gross carelessness on somebody’s 
part; possibly the majority of them are, and 
in some instances such carelessness amounts 
to actual crime. But in a great many in- 
stances the accident occurs with no way of 
preventing it becoming apparent until after 
the damage is done—when it is, of gourse, 
too late! : 

And every collision, every “spill,” every 
breakdown on the road only magnifies the 
fact that on the public highway of today— 
urban or rural—the margin between safety 
and danger is narrow, indeed! 

The driver of a motor vehicle, regardless 
of precautions and the care he exercises to 
protect himself and his passengers, never 
knows at what moment something may go 
wrong. Traveling at even a moderate rate 
of speed, he is never free from danger from 
another and a more recklessly-driven car. 
And traveling swiftly the hazard is mult+ 
plied in ratio with the hour-mileage. How- 
ever skillful the driver may be, his grasp 
upon the wheel might relax momentarily; 
he might misjudze the character of the road- 
bed ahead; the ground might sag beneath 
a wheel; even the slightest miscalculation 
of distance, or the striking of a loose stone, 
a stick or even a bolt or a nut dropped from 
a car ahead, might easily result in one of 
those constantly recurring and deplorable 
tragedies that keep fresh in the memory. 

The driver may know his own ability; he 
may know that his car is safe. But he never 
knows what lies awaiting him around the 
bend, nor does he know the character of the 
other fellow at the wheel nor whether or 
not the other’s car is safe. 

The law could, and it should, reduce the 
ordinary risks of highway travel by rigidly 
safeguarding all places that are especially 
dangerous, like sharp curves, grade cross- 
ings, etc.—which at all times are death- 
inviting—and the law-enforcement authori- 
ties might help still further by enforcing to 
the letter the rules of the road. 

But the heavy end of the responsibility 
for their own and their passengers’ safety 
rests upon the drivers of cars. 

“Play safe! Take no chances!” should 
be the motto of every man and of every 
woman who essays to pilot an automobile. 

But at best, the peril and vicissitudes of 
modern highway travel are such, and prob- 
ably will remain such, that no occupant of 
a motor vehicle on the street or on the 
country highway can be made immune from 
the constant hazard of the road.

Irkutsk, which is to have been 
occupied by the Czec forces oper- 
ating in Siberia: 

“With a population of 130,000, Irkutsk is 
the most important inland city of Siberia. 
It is the capital of the government or prov- 
ince of the same name and is situated on 
the right bank of the Angara, a droad. 
swift-flowing river which is one of the prin- 
cipal outlets of the great Baikal lake, whose 
southwestern’ shores are only 44 miles east 
of the city. This is thé deepest lake in the 
world (6,500 feet in some places), and, with 
the exception of our own Great. Lakes and 
Victoria Nyanza and Tanganyika in Africa, 
is the largest body of fresh water on the 
globe. 

“Irkutsk is on the Trans-Siberian rail- 
Way, a little more than five days’ journey 
east of Moscow in peace times. 


“The city was founded in 1652 as a post 
collection of fur taxes from the 
Buriats. Its streets are well paved and it 
is lighted with electricity. In 1879 it was 
visited by a disastrous fire which destroyed 
many of its most pretentious public build- 
ings. 

“The cathedral of the Virgin of Kazan is 
one of the most conspictous edifices in 
Irkutsk, its five domes and detached belfry 
immediately attracting the eye of the vis- 
itor. Opposite the residence of the governor 
general ia the museum of the Imperial Rus- 
sian Geographical society, containing a 
valuable archaelogical collection from east 
Siberia as well as Buddhistic objects of 
rare interest. 

One of the peculiar customs which the 
traveler encountered at Irkutsk before the 
war was the closing of the railway ticket 
office for the sale of tickets two days prior 
to the departure of a train. He could never 
decide to take a trip to Petrograd (3,792 
miles), to Moscow (3,384 miles) or to Madi- 
vostock (2,008 miles) ‘on the spur of the 
moment.’ 

“Under the old regime Irkutsk was the 
headquarters of the Third Siberian Army 
corps.”

Dr. Hillis, French soldiers who 

had come to this country to help Washing- 

ton and his men with their freedom re- 

mained behind and took the oath of fealty to 

the young republic. Soon these French boys 

married American girls. The mixing of the 

bloods did much for the American stock. The 

Frenchman is a-master of style, infuses the 

note of beauty into color, form and music. 

He lightened up the somewhat somber Eng- 

lish temperament. He leavened the lump of 

American society. He infused a new spirit 

into our manners and customs. One of the 

French architects remained in Washington 

to lay out a city that, when all the lines 

are completed, will be, foreign architects 

and artists tell us, ultimately the most beau- 
tiful capital in the world. 


But if once French soldiers came to the 
relief our republic to expel hired Hes- 
sians, tow American soldiers are going to 
France to expel an invading German army. 
Once French boys remained to marry Amer- 
ican girls, now American boys are remaining 
in France to marry young French women. 
It ia said that in a single day twelve young 
Americans and British were married at a 
little French church behind the battle lines. 
It could not be otherwise. Those French 
girls are beautiful, intelligent, natural home- 
makers; they are thrifty, gentle, overflow- 
ing with happiness. Their courage and self- 
sacrifice are well illustrated by a photo- 
graph of three young French women with 
the straps around their shoulders by which 
they were pulling the harrow across the 
field. They had given their horses to the 
soldiers at the front, their oxen had gone 
for food at the military camps. And when 
the rain fell, softening the ground, these 
girls went forth to sow the soil with turnip 
seed and cover the seed with their harrows. 


France has buried a million, four hun- 
dred thousand young men. There are a mil- 
lion, four hundred thousand French widows 
and girls without protector or friend. These 
girls have fallen heir to the farm and fac- 
tory, to the shop, the store and the vine- 
‘yard. The French girl is a most captivat- 
ing creature. She is the only woman in the 
world that can take one onion, one gallon of 
hot water and make one hundred different 
soups therefrom. This is not talking down 
the American or the English girl; it is sim- 
ply making frank recognition of the splendid 
qualities of the French woman. 


Who can describe the loneliness of the 
boy from Australia or New Zealand? Or the 
home-sickness of the American boy, who has 
come in from the great ranches and farms 
of the west? The contrast between this fin- 
ished land named France and the rough, 
.new territory of this country ia a most strik- 
Ing one. The French villages, cathedrals, 
galleries, shops and houses appeal to the 
love of the beautiful in our boys and satisfy 
their hungry imaginations. Never did boys 
receive a welcome so generous, warm-heart- 
ed and sincere as that given by the brave, 
chivalric, impulsive French people. Inev- 
itably the French girls will win the hearts 
of many American boys. Both countries will 
be made the better thereby.

School Report and City Waterworks 
To Occupy Council's Attention Today 


Principal interest in council meeting this 


afternoon centers in the action that will be 
taken on the report of the special commit- 
tee appointed to investigate Atlanta’s school 
system, which was submitted at a special 
meeting of council last Monday, but tabled 
until the regular meeting by a vote of 13 
to 11. The motion to table the report was 
presented by Councilman J. R. Nutting. 

The attitude of a number of the members 
of council at that time leads to the expec- 
tation that a fight may develop today over 
the adoption of portions of the report. Ma- 
jority opposition to some definite action last 
Monday when members of the committee 
urged immediate consideration in order that 
the recommendations requiring a charter 
amendment might be framed into a bill to 
be presented at the legislature at this ses- 
sion, gave rise to rumors at city hall that 
the purpose of the opposition might be to 
defeat the recommendations by methods of 
delay. 

Among the suggestions offered by the 
committee in its report are the abolishment 
of the present board of ,education and the 
creation of a school commission to be elect- 
ed by the council and the mayor and the 
chairman of the council schools committee; 


dispensing with the services of Professer 
J. C. Wardlaw, school superintendent, and a 
proposed charter amendment that would au- 
thorize the city council to increase the pres- 
ent tax rate from $1.25 to $1.50 per $100, of 
which 40 cents an each $100 shall be levied 
for school purposes. 

The report also recommends that the 
salaries of all teachers be raised substan- 
tially and immediately. 

The question of the improvements at the 
Atlanta waterworks will also take a grom- 
inent place in the discussions this afternoon. 
Council will be asked to approve the divert- 
ing of $101,850 already apportioned for other 
purposes to be used in financing the water- 
works improvements. If this is done it will 
obviate the necessity of a special tax levy, 
which was contemplated as a last resort. 

An ordinance will be introduced for the 
immediate paving of Whitehall street from 
Alabama to Mitchell street, a petition con- 
taining the necessary 61 per cent of the sig- 
natures of the property owners on this por- 
tion having been presented to the street 
committee of council at its meeting last 
week by a delegation from the Atlanta Re- 
tail Merchants’ association, who have had 
the matter in hand. . 
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BEAUTIFUL WEATHER 
FOR THE MARCHERS 
ON FRENCH HOLIDAY 


Not even the paraders on French Inde- 
pendence day could complain of Atlanta 
weather Sunday, for, while the pedestrians 
in the parade were glad the ice’ restrictions 
had been removed, and proceeded to refresh 
themselves accordingly when it was all over, 
it Was not excessively warm. 

Nor could the delinquent churchgoer 
plead hot weather as an excuse for absenting 
himself from service, for the mercury did 
not go above 87 during the day, while the 
lowest during the twenty-four hours was 64. 

A comparison of the present month with 


July of previous years, as shown dy the 
local weather bureau, reveals some decidedly 
interesting facts. For instance, during the 
month of July, 1918, only one thunderstorm 
has been recorded, while during July, 1916, 
there were 20, and in July, 1917, there were 
16. The average for the past seven years 
has been a thunderstorm every other day 
during the month of July. The nights have 
been unusually cool, ranging usually from 
60 to 65. The average for July last year 
was 71. 

The deficiency in rainfall since July 1 is 
11.08 inches, since Jauuary 1, 3.57 inches.

Fats such as butter, lard, oils, etc. are

one of the substances which the housekeeper 
ot today ia being asked to save and so help 


to conserve the supply for the boys on the 
other side. Besides using less fats, another 
way to save is not to allow the supply on 
hand to become rancid. This is rather a dif- 
ficult task during the hot summer months, 
but if the housekeeper knows the simple 
factors which tend to produce rancidity she 
can guard against them. 

Rancidity ia caused by contact of the fat 
with the air, because when the oxygen in 
the air and fat come together a chemical 
reaction begins to take place. After this is 
once started, if the fat is further exposed 
to the light, heat, presence of moisture or 
contact with certain metals, the rancidity 
‘progresses very rapidly. 80 the patriotic 
housekeeper will keep her supply of fats in 
a glass or earthenware container closed from 
the air as far as possible and in a cool, dry, 
dark place. 

It is always very easy to detect rancidity 
by the unpleasant odor and strong taste 
which always accompanies it in the last 
stages, and there are chemical tests which 
will show its presence in the early stages. 
As unscrupulous manufacturers can mix 
fresh fats with the rancid ones and thus dis- 
guise them, it is valuable to large consumers 
and dealers to be able to discower the least 
trace of rancidity. Committees from the

Excessive sweating of the feet is a com- 
mon and very troublesome complaint at this 
time of year. The ‘stockings and also the 
shoe leather become damp, and often an 
annoying odor results from bacterial growth 
favored by the moisture. 

In mild cases about all me treatment re- 
quired is a change of stockings in the middle 
of the day, and powdering the inside of the 
shoes with equal parts of boric and salicylic 
acid powders. If the soles of the shoes are 
made damp by perspiration, cork insoles are 
a great relief. If the perspiration makes 
the uppers damp, then the shoes should be 
changed at mid-day too. In fact, it is a 
good thing for the feet to buy two pairs of 
shoes at a time, and wear them alternately. 

It is not wise to bathe the feet habitually 
in very hot water, but tepid or cool water 
bathing tends to strengthen and tone the 
local circulation and the sweat glands, and 
so to diminish excessive sweating. 


One good method is to bathe with coo! 
water, dry well, rub with some alcohol, and 
powder the feet with the boric-salicydic 
powder mentioned above. 


In some casés, when perspiration creates 
an odor, it is helpful to bathe the feet once 
a day for a week or ten days with a solu- 
tion of a tablespoonful of standard (U. 8. 
P.) formaldehyde solution (which is about 
40 per cent) in a basin of water—two quarts 
or less. 


Although theoretically it may seem 
strange, practically it is a help to sweating 
feet to wear cashmere or wool or heavy 
silk stockings instead of cotton. Cotton 
absorbs and holds moisture better than wool 
or silk—in surgery cotton is always em- 
ployed as an absorbent, never wool. In 
warm weather very light-weight cashmere 
hose may be worn with much comfort. 

Smearing the soles of the feet with 
glycerin occasionally tends to toughen the 
skin and diminish perspiration. 


Between the toes bacterial growth is 
most active, owing to the moisture there. 
Hence it is often advisable to keep fresh 
Pieces of absorbent cotton or lamb's woo! 
insterted between the toes, or perhaps small 
pads of gauze, well powdered with boric 
acid or the mixture already mentioned. 

Expose the feet to the air at every oppor- 
tunity. There is no deodorant like air and 
sunlight.

ANSWER—Among dwellers on the moon 
cutting teeth may perhaps account for a 
running ear, but not on earth. The baby 
probably had inflammation of the middle 
ear, from infection gaining entrance 
through the Eustachian tube from nose or 
throat. Abscess formed (gathering in ear) 
and broke through the ear drum. Gently 
syringe ear once daily with water about 
blood warmth containing tablespoonful of 
boric acid dissolved in the pint, using a 
soft rubber ear syringe and directing the 
stream in ear canal but not inserting tip 
in canal. Dry well. Do NOT insert cot- 
ton—allow air to reach the infected area. 

Giving Up Pie. 

I have a mild case of pyorrhea for which 
the dentist is treating me. I love pie and 
it has always seemed to agree with me. 
but I have given it up. What suggestions 
can you make? (Miss O. H.) 

ANSWER—If I had pyorrhea I might 
give up some kinds of pie. “I've met pies 
it would be no sacrifice at all to give up. 
But I'd cling to mince, pumpkin, lemon 
and apple. The successful treatment of 
pyorrhea requires teamwork between phy- 
sician and dentist. Every good dentist or 
doctor knows that.

Through Paris in 
Celebration of July 14. 


Paris, July 14.—Heroes distinguish- 
ed during the war in all the entente 
alljed armies participated in a mon- 
eter parade through the streets of 
Paris today in celebration of the 
Fourteenth of July—Bastile day. 
American tnoops from the first and 
second divisi recently cited in army 
orders, represented the United States 
army. One detachment took part in 
the capture of Cantigny, while others 
were in the Chateau Thierry fighting. 
| All the American units had been in 

France more than a year and wore 
two service stripes. The American ex- 
peditionary forces were showered with 
flowers by French girls and were re- 
ceived all along the route with the 
greatest enthusiasm. 

The parade was reviewed by Presi- 
dent Poincaire who was accompanied 
by General Pershing. The Americans 
occupied second place in the column. 
All branches of the French army gerv- 
fee were represented. The Alpine 
Chasseurs received an ovation while 
singing their well-known Alsatian 


song along the line of march. His- 


toric French regiments with battle 
flags of the Napoleonic wars as well 
as of engagements in the present war, 
including the battles of the Marne, the 
Verdun, the Somme, the Aisne and 
Champagne, were cheered with “Vive 
La Poilu,” while girls threw flowers 
to them. a f 

Beigians Followed Americans, 

A battalion of Belgians followed the 
Americans. Then came British contin- 
gents, including the Grenadier Guards, 
the Black Watch, Irish Guards, Cana- 
dians and New Zealanders.. Bagpipes 
accompanied Highlanders who came out 
of the trenches yesterday. 

The Italian representation included 
Alpine units. A detachment of the 
Polish army was loudly cheered by the 
crowds. A band played a Sousa march 
while many Poles greeted American ex- 
peditionary soldiers lining the streets 
with “Hello, American boys.” 

Czech-Slovacs, who had fought on the 
Russian front, carrying the banner re- 
cently presented to them by President 
Poincare, sang a battle song. The song 
was timed to marching cadence, and the 
singing was as perfect as the unity of 
the lines of the chorus. 

A Russian detachment of the French 
Legion of Honor, officered by Russians, 
occupied a place ig the parade. A bat- 
tallon of Greeks and Portuguese also 
was present. Part of the line was tak- 
en up by French marines, sailors and 
cavalry. 

American ambulances concluded the 
procession and here again the overseas 
soldiers were showered with flowers 
and cheered. 

Unfavorable weather with frequent 
rain did not prevent all viewing points 
of the parade obtainable from being 
crowded. Many persons had taken up 
their positions the night before. Spe- 
clal arrangements allowed wounded 
soldiers to have go00g places to see 
their comrades. 

The line of march was from the 


Bois de Boulogne through various wide 
avenues to the Tuileries garden. At 
the official party left, President Pdin- 
care and Premier Clemenceau receiy- 
ed ovations, Marshal Joffre, hero of 
the Marne, also was enthusiastically 
cheered.

Members of the famous French Al- 
pine Chasseurs and other French sol- 
diers were honor guests in a number 
of cities and addressed mass meetings. 
Four minute men of the committee on 
public information read to the millions 
they addressed a message to the people 
of France, which has been sent to 
Paris through Ambassador Jusserand, 
and the president's message to the 
French nation was read at a number 
of community celebrations. 

Bastile day was observed by the 
American navy as is American Inde- 
pendence day, including salutes at 
noon by the ships, all of which were 
dressed with flags. f 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, today 
sent a message to the people of France, 
supplementing that sent to the French 
laboring men and made public yester- 
day. 

“America’s organized workers,” said 
the message, “are proud to greet the 
people of France in a spirit of broth- 
erhood and fraternity on this anniver- 
sary of France's historic blow for free- 
dom. As we signalize this day in com- 
mon we fight this day for our ideals 
that are common, the enlarged ideals

There is a need of deciding what are 
essentials and what are less or non- 
essentials in foodstuffs during the war. 
It is the work of the United States 


Public a safe and sane food program. 
The very things that may be non-essen- 
tial for us, if we could but be con- 
vinoed of it, may be for the time being 
an essential for the allies and our sol- 
diers abroad. 

Now habit and tradition have long 
since fixed wheat, and especially wheat 
in the form of broad, as an essential in 
the world’s diet. We have been taught 
to pray for our dally bread. We have 
learned from the cradle up that bread is 
the staff of life 

Not only the loaf, but the actual 
wheat in the loaf, has become a symbol 
of bodily sustenance. 

But wheat ig not indispensable to. 
the human diet. It is an acquired lux- 
ury. Its use is solely a matter of taste, 
of comfort and convenience. Until the 
latter part of the seventeenth century 
barley was in greatest use, and it was 
a half century more before even 50 per 
cent of wheat flour was used. 

There is no denying the fact that 
bread made from all wheat flour is 
firmer and softer and perhaps more 
palatable. But the fact also remains 
that it possesses no nutritional qual- 
ity not contained in the substitute cer- 
éals, such as oats, corn and rice. It 
contains neither more nor better pro- 
tein, fat, or mineral salts. 

Although it is more difficult to give 
up luxuries than to acquire the taste 
for them, the American people are gradr 
ually cutting off luxuries, or non-es- 
sentials, whether they be food or some- 
thing else so that the winning of this 
war may not be unnecessarily delayed. 
That is the one question we should 
ask ourselves before our every act: 
Will it help or hinder the winning of 
the war? 

Upon the answer shall depend wheth- 
er a certain commodity be manufac- 
tured or not; whether a certain food 
shall be eaten or its consumption cur- 
tailed or cut off entirely. ! 

The American people are now facing 
the wheat question. It is essential to 
us. Is it non-essential to us and es- 
sential to the allies? 

We have already shown that from a 
nutritional standpoint it is not @tal to 
the diet. Let us now consider in what 
measure it is essential to those to 
whom we are asked to send it. 

“They are only people, like our- 
selves,” you say, “and if we can exist 
without it so can they.” This would 


the wheat s datitutes. But there is the 
rub.

for home baking that we have. Wheat 
is the convenient grain for us to 
ship and for them to handle, They are 
too exhausted and spent with four 
ears of war to make radical change 
n their food habits and methods of 
preparing food, and we should not ask 
them ta.

‘Converting Garbage Into 
Chicken Feed. 


(From The Popular Science Monthly.) 

Mr. William H. Faust, of Los Angeles, 
has recently patented a process for con- 
verting garbage into poultry food. The 
garbage is sorted, and wood, tins and 
other inedible articles removed, to- 
gether with the large bones. The re- 
mainder is then cooked with steam for 
about four hours at well above the boil- 
ing point of water. The large bones 
are ground up and mixed with the rest 
in the cooker. Then superheated steam 
is turned into a steam-jacket which 
surrounds the cooker for 10 or 15 min- 
utes to sterilize the contents, after 
which they are thoroughly dried. In 
this condition they are put in a grinder 
and coarsely ground. The resulting 
foodstuff is laid in windrows to absorb 
moisture from the air, and is then, ready 


to feed to poultry and list stock. When 


this stuff is mixed with bran or mid- 
— 4 a well- balanced ration is the 
result.
